heard of,and feen moſt ot the Relations that have come into this 
Country,ot this Provinceof Carol:aa;whether by LettersPriats or 
diſcourſes with thoſe who were of the firſt planters there,and at 
preſent Reſiding here, ( amongſt their Relations upon their dif» 


patch of ſome buſineſs they came over about ) allo of late have 


ſeen the Fundamental Conſtitutions of that Province which are. 


not here to be had for mony, all which gave me more then or- 


Jinary know!edg of that Country. and of late ſome friends and. 


acquaintance of mine, having thoughts of removing themſelves 
and families thither,diſcourſingoccaſionally of their purpoſe in 
my hearing, I comunicated unto them what I had learned of 
thar Country;withalldireQing them fortheir further ſatisfaRion 
unto ſuch prints,other papers and perſons, as | knew might beſt 
1elp them therein, and by this means I came to be engaged in 
everal meetings with thoſe before mentioned Genr. Planters 
whereby I gathered more Pertet Knowledge of the- Country; 
it alſo gaveme the opertunity of being preſent at ſeverall other 
mectings, where I heard many diſcourſes paſs ſor and againſt 
the Country; where on both ſides I found they were much in 
the dark about the true ſtate of that Province; the cauſe thercof 
I conceived ( by w hat I had obſerved) to ariſe from hencegthat 


theſe ſeverall Relations were in ſo many hands, as Mr. Samuel. 


Wilſon 5( Secretary to the Lords Preprietors in Lqndon)the ſever- 
all Accounts by Letters from thoſe that are now there, zndthe 
Account from thoſe perſonsPlanters there,( who are now here) 
and the Fundamental Conſtitutions not known here, and though 
wme we'e provoxed by one reiation and ſoine by another to 
look atter the. Country , bur yet by any one account hardly 
any C3. receive ſuch fatisfaftion to anſwer ell their doubts, fo-

asto adventure on ſo greatan undertaking; for Mr. Wiſors Pe- 
lation it being in behalt of his Maſters the Lords Proprietors in- 
tereſt, they were apt to Coubt of thetruthot many things, Ler- 
ters they ſpoke not ſo fully as to anſwer all their queries, and for 
what they had from thoſe Gentlemen Planters though it was 
more fſatisfaftory for ſo much as they could carry away, yer. 1 
obſerved in theſc ordinary diſcourſesamongſt others, mary things 
were often omitted necdfull ro be enquired into, the particulars 
beingſo mgny could not be remembred,and that which is more, 
thoſe that cooke moſt paines in making enquiry from all the be- 
fore menti>ned relations , yet they wanted the Fundamental 
Conſtitutions, which is a great part of the lite of this Undert ak- 
Ing. I therefore obſerving theſe thinzss Conſidered with my ſelf 
a colletion made out of ail theſe might be of uſe to the people, 
and thereupon determined to adventure upon the work; and tct- 
ting my ſelf unto it I met with this diſcouragment that it wou!d 
be to difficult a task for me to make equal collectiors from the

Lord A/>ly,now Earl of Shafts bury,Sir George Carteret,& Sir John 
Coleton, Knights and Barronets, Sir William Berkely Knight, by | 
which Letters Patents the Laws of England are to be of torcein ! 
Carolina : butthe Lords Proprietors have power with the conſent | 
of the Inhabitants to make By-Laws for the better Government _ 
of the ſaid Province : ſo that no money can be raiſed or Law 
made, without the conſent of the lahabitants or their Repreſen- | 
tatives-They have alſo power to appoint and impower Gover- | 
nours and other Magiſtrates to Grant Liberty of conſctence,make 
Conſtitutions,Fc. With many other great Priviledges,as by the 
ſaid Letters Patents will more Largely appear. And the ſaid Lords 
' Proprietors have there ſettled a conſtitution 01 Government, 
whereby is granted Liberty of Conſcience,& wherein allpoflible 
care 15 taken tor the equal adminiſtration of Juſtice, for the laſt- 
ing Security of the Inhabitants both in their Perſons and Eſtates. 
By the care and endeavours of the ſaid Lords Proprietors, 2nd 
attheir very great charge,two Colonys have been ſetled in thisPre- 4 
vince,the oneat Albemarle in the moſt Northerly part, the other 
at A/hþlyRiver,which isin the Latitude of 32 Degrees oddMinures. 
Albemarle bordering upon Yirgina, and only exceeding it in -

neceſſary for a pew Sertlement, and continued at this charge to 
ſapply the Co/lony for divers years after , until the Inhabirargs 
wereable by their own Induſtry tolive of themſelves; in which 

- condition they have been for divers years paſt and are arrived to 
4 very great degree of plenty of all forts of Proviſions. Info- 
rquclithat moſt ſorts are already cheaper there, than in any other 
of the Engliſh Collonys, and'they-are plentifully enough ſupplicd 
with all things from Exg/and or other parts. 

Aſlhly-River, about ſeven miles in from the Sea, divides it ſe[f 
intq two Branches ;the Southermoſt retaining the name of 4/Þy- 
River, the North Braneh is called Cooper-River. In May 1680. 
the Lords Proprietors ſent their Orders to the Goyernment there 
appointing the Port Town for theſe two Kivers to be Built on 
the poynt of Land that divides them, and to be called Charles 
Town, ſince which time about an 100.

Confideration, and not out of any apprehenſion of danger from 
them, for the ſndians have been always ſoungaged in Wars,one 
Town or Village againſt another ( their Government being 
uſually of no greater extent ) that they have not ſuffered any 
increaſe of People,there having been ſeveral Nations in a maner 
quite extirpated by Wars amongſt themſelves ſince the Engliſh 
ſetled at 4/þly- River : This keeps them ſo thin of people, and 
ſo divided, that the E»gliſh have not the leaſt apprehenſions of 


danger from them ;the Engli/h being already too ſtrong for 


all the Indians within five hundred Miles of them, if they were 
united, and this the /rdians 25 well know, that they will never 
Jare to break with the Exgfh, or do an Injury to any particu- 
lar perſon, for tear ot having it reyeng'd upon their whole 
Natron. 

The Lords Proprietors do at preſent grant to all parſons that 
come there to Inhabit as follows viz.To each Maſter or Miſtris 
of a Family fifty acres,and for every able ſon or man ſervant 
they ſhall carry or cauſe to be tranſported into Carolina filty 
acres more, and the like for each Daughter or woman ſervant 
that is marrigeab'e, and foreach chi'd, man or women ſervant 
under ſixteen years of age, forty acres, and fiſty acres of Land 
to each ſervant when « ut ot the:irtime, this Land to be enjoy d 
by them and their Heirs tor ever they paying a Penny an Acre 
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ewo years afrer their taking up their Land. But foraſmuch as 
divers perſons whoarcalreay Inhabitants of C are/ina,and others 
that have [ntentions to tran{port themſelves into that Province, 
defire not to be cumber'd with paying of a Rent, and! alſo ro 
ſecare to themſelves good hrge coavenient tratts\of Land, - 
without being torc'd.to bring thither a great number of ſervants - 
at one tim? ; lhe Lords Proprietors have been Prevail d upon, 
and have agreed to ſell to thoſe who have a mind to Land, 
after the rate of fifty pound for a Thouſand Aeres, reſerving a 
Vepper-Corn p:r axuum Rent when deinanded.
